RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be 
used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to 
parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the 
Moderator’s rules at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s 
rules, or establish new rules, will always take precedence to other business 
which is already “on the floor”. 


So that you will know the groundrules by which we are maintaining order, 
these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making 
an amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given 
time. When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, 
the amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will 
then continue considering the original motion as it has now been amend- 
ed. If the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in 
its form prior to the motion to amend. 


¢ A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


¢ A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in 
writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be 
requested before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a 
question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), 
but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have 
to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful 
and efficient meeting.

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TOWN MEETING - MARCH 12, 1996 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the polls at 9:00 a.m. in the 
downstairs of the Town Hall, after swearing in all of the election officials, 
namely: Robert Fowler, Carroll Chase, David Buswell, Sue Brown and Alice 
Haslett, then immediately proceeded upstairs to open Town Meeting. 

The Moderator opened the meeting by explaining the rules of procedure, 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, and the introduction of the Town 
Officials, noting that the polls would be open downstairs from 9:00 a.m. to 
7:00 p.m. for the purpose of electing Town and School Officials and for decid- 
ing the two written ballot items. Mr. Johnson also announced that at the Annual 
Freedom School District Meeting held the night before, the budget of 
$1,317,901.00 had been approved. 


ARTICLE 1: (To vote by Official Ballot). 


To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


For the purposes of these Minutes, the election results are included here- 
in as follows: 


The day started with 866 voters on the checklist, 34 people registered the 
day of the election and voted, making the total 900. We had a total of 548 peo- 
ple voting, for what is believed to be a record 61%.

ARTICLE 2: (To Vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Freedom Flood Plain Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board. 

The Official copy of the amendment is on file and available to the public 
at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meet- 
ing. The following question is on the Official Ballot: 


‘Are you in favor of the adoption of an amendment of the Flood Plain 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board? 


This amendment is mandated by the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency to use the new Flood Insurance Rate Maps of July 5, 1995, to 
determine special flood hazard areas and the application of the Flood 
Plain Ordinance.” 


RESULTS: 405 YES 79 NO 


ARTICLE 3: (To Vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the exemption for the totally and per- 
manently disabled, as provided in RSA 72:37-b. The following question is on 
the Official Ballot: 


“Shall we adopt an exemption for the totally and permanently disabled? 
The exemption, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be 
$20,000. To qualify the person must have been a New Hampshire resident 
for at least five years and own and occupy the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have been 
married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net 
income of not more than $12,000 or, if married, a combined net income of 
not more than $20,000, and own net assets not in excess of $30,000, 
excluding the value of the person’s residence.” 

(If approved, the exemption takes effect April 1, 1996.)

Discussion. Bud Brooks questioned why the budget had been overspent 
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last year, and Mark Bittner, Selectman, noted that the health insurance 
voted in last year for the town employees had been a separate warrant arti- 
cle and had not been included in the budget. 


Bud requested that next year a separate line item for the insurance be 
included in the Town Report to make it clearer, and so that the townspeo- 
ple could see if the insurance costs were going up or down. 


The Selectmen agreed that could be done.

Hugh Priebe made a MOTION TO AMEND Article 7 by inserting the 
words “4 x 4” after “1996 GMC | ton”; SECONDED by Warren Anthony. 


VOTE ON MOTION TO AMEND: YES, unanimous. 


Discussion on Article 7 as amended. Justin Brooks asked why the capital 
reserve fund for the highway fund was not being used - the Selectmen 
responded that it could be with an amendment. 


Tom Kondrat suggested that a list be put in the Town Report of all the 
equipment owned by the town - list of assets of $1000.00 and over, and 
questioned the general replacement policy. 


It was noted that this new truck would replace the 1987 red 1 ton which is 
worn out - $13,000 spent in repairs over the last 2 years. 


George Boewe, Jr. questioned the Town about a plan, using Eaton as an 
example, so that the vehicles would be traded in on a regular basis and 
would still have trade-in value. 


Dan Murray MADE A MOTION TO AMEND the Article by adding the 
words: “and to take $15,000.00 out of the capital reserve fund to off set 
the cost of this truck”; SECONDED by William Cutler. 


Several spoke out against this amendment. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO AMEND: NO, motion defeated by a majority. 
Discussion on Article 7 in its original amended “4 x 4” form. 


Bud Brooks discussed changing the Article so as not to be locked in to a 
GMC; and questioned the amount stated on Page 74 of the Town Report 
as being held in the capital reserve fund - says $18,418.13... The 
Moderator explained that he would have to have a motion on the floor to 
discuss that any further. 
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Bud Brooks MADE A MOTION TO AMEND the Article to add the 
words: “to remove $18,418.13 from the capital reserve fund to offset the 
cost of the truck”; SECONDED by Adrienne Brooks. 


Discussion. 


Bud Brooks asked for an explanation of the amount in the capital reserve fund 
- why only $18,000, when $15,000 voted to be placed in this fund last year? 


Betty Godfrey - one of the Trustees of the Trust Funds, explained that the 
$15,000.00 voted to be placed in the capital reserve fund never came to the 
trustees - the Trustees were told it was a wash. 


Ralph Kazanjian asked that if the capital reserve fund held the $18,000 
plus the $15,000, why not just withdraw all of the money and pay for the 
whole truck? 


Richard Goff, Selectman, asked Betty Godfrey what the correct figure 
was in the capital reserve fund. She responded that as of December 31, 
1995, there was $18,418.13 in a CD in the First National Bank of 
Portsmouth (formerly the North Conway Bank). 


Mark Bittner, Selectman, explained that the money from Article 12 last 
year was used in the purchase of the backhoe - so it never went in to the 
capital reserve fund, was spent and was a wash, and stated that there is not 
$32,000 in the capital reserve fund, only the $18,418.13. 


Betty Godfrey noted that it would be less confusing if the money were to 
go in to the capital reserve fund and then came right back out. 


Betty Godfrey also noted that it would make more sense to alter the lan-: 
guage of the article to include “plus accrued interest’, so as not to leave 
the account with a small balance. 


The Moderator checked with Bud Brooks, who made the amendment 
motion, and with Adrienne Brooks, who had seconded the motion, and it 
was agreed to make a “friendly change’”’. 


VOTE ON ARTICLE 7 AS AMENDED TWICE: 


“To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $30,900 to 
purchase a 1996 GMC | ton 4 x 4 diesel with a 2.5 yard dump body 
and a 9’ fisher plow, snofoil and cutting edge; and to withdraw the 
sum of $18,418.13 plus accrued interest from the highway capital 
reserve fund to offset the cost of the truck.” 


VOTE: YES, by majority, to amend. 


Discussion, re: bid specs, limiting truck to GMC, putting the truck out to 
bid again. 

Don Silke made a MOTION TO AMEND the Article to take out the word 
“GMC”; SECONDED by Deborah Frock. 


Tom Kondrat spoke against the amendment and recommended that the 
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whole article be shortened to say just “replacement vehicle”. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO FURTHER AMEND: NO, by majority. 
Discussion. 


Tom Kondrat MADE A MOTION TO AMEND the Article by changing 
the wording to: 


“To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $30,900.00 to 
purchase a replacement vehicle for the 1987 Chevy dump truck and 
to take $18,418.13 plus accrued interest from the capital reserve fund 
to offset the cost of the truck.” 


SECONDED by Ralph Kazanjian. 


Mert Sargent asked: “what about the plow? What about the cart? You’ ve 
just voted to only purchase a truck.... 


Tom Kondrat felt that the intent of the voters would take care of that; Don 
Johnson, the Moderator, inserted a word of caution & reminded the voters that 
the minutes would reflect a vote to purchase a truck and if somebody ques- 
tioned later on why a plow was purchased etc., it could present a problem. 


VOTE ON PROPOSED AMENDMENT: NO, by majority. 
Hugh Priebe MOVED the question. 

VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: YES, unanimous. 
VOTE ON Article 7 as amended to its final version of: 


‘To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $30,900 to pur- 
chase a 1996 GMC | ton 4 x 4 diesel with a 2.5 yard dump body and 
a 9’ fisher plow, snofoil and cutting edge; and to withdraw the sum of 
$18,418.13 plus accrued interest from the highway capital reserve 
fund to offset the cost of the truck.”

Questions were asked regarding the petitioned Article 32 for the paving of 
Youngs Hill, and would that expense be included in this money for Article 
8, or in addition to. It was noted by the Selectmen that if the Article pass- 
es in its present form, they have received a bid of $18,000 from Larry 
Miles for that section of road - which was on the “trouble spot list” any- 
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way, and the money would be included in this $27,500. It was also noted 
that Article 32 could be amended to include a dollar amount and additional 
money could be raised. The present plan was to use the $18,000 for the 
Youngs Hill paving, if the Article passes, which would leave $9,500 for 
the road crew for paving other areas, and it was also noted that was a suf- 
ficient amount. 


Ralph Kazanjian MOVED the question. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: Yes, by majority.

Chief Doe responded that the truck we were replacing is a 1972 that has 
undergone extensive repairs and more were needed; Justin Brooks 
explained that when the truck was refurbished several years ago they were 
told it would be good for another 8-10 years, and that has been the case. 
More repairs will be very expensive. 


Tom Kondrat asked when the last replacement had taken place. Chief Doe 
explained Engine 4 in 1989; and if this new truck passes, the Fire 
Department won’t be back for at least 2 years with a request. 


Frank Westerhoff questioned Article 16 and was advised by Chief Doe 
that he would recommend Article 16 be voted done to zero if the truck 
article passes - that the Fire Department was not looking for both. 


The Moderator announced at the end of the discussion that he had a writ- 
ten request for this Article to be decided by a written ballot vote. We then 
proceeded to vote:

Chief Pyne 
explained that he had applied for and obtained the grant money, which 
was a gift to the town from the Federal government. The amount in the 
Article represents a full time salary for one police officer for a full year. 
The Town would only need to raise the $2,649.00. Chief Pyne explained 
that this grant would last for three (3) years, and it was hoped that the 
towns that received the grant monies would keep the additional officers 
on after the grant term expires. 


Malcolm Reed asked if there was any penalty if the Town did not keep on 
the additional officer - and Chief Pyne explained that there would not be. 
Charles Reed asked if the Town would be hiring another man - and Chief

Pyne explained that Officer Charles Pearson, who had been part time, had 
now been made full time, and that this would eliminate a lot of the part 
time hours. 


Betty Godfrey pointed out that this is what is known as an “incentive grant’.

Selectman Bittner 
replied that the construction was not yet started; not approved; land in cur- 
rent use - extremely premature. 


Bonnie Ainsworth asked about the time for completion of the town’s rink. 
Mr. Priebe said they have the bids, need to schedule with the company and 
the committee will have to have a work session to put up the boards - plans 
for this summer. 


Glad Works, Phyllis Mayhew and Molly Vestner all spoke in favor of the 
article, citing numerous problems and potential dangers of the children 
playing in the village streets and the traffic hazards. Barbara Pelton, as a 
parent, spoke strongly in favor of the article. Deborah Frock also spoke in 
favor of the article. 


Alan Davidson MADE A MOTION TO MOVE the question. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: YES, by majority.

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $31,500.00 for 
expenses relating to rehabilitating the Village Store property acquired by tax 
collector’s deed, for the purpose of resale. Rehabilitation will include the 
removal of the gas pumps and underground fuel storage tanks, the installation 
of a septic holding tank, repair of the roof and a general cleanup of the build- 
ings and grounds. Such rehabilitation shall be managed by the Board of 
Selectmen. Further, the Board of Selectmen shall be authorized to sell this 
property by auction or sealed bids or by any other businesslike method as 
authorized by RSA 80:42, III, and to set a minimum amount for which the 
property may be sold. 


Comment: The Village Store property is in default for unpaid real estate 
taxes. The town has refused a tax collector’s deed because of possible 
environmental problems. If this article is approved, the Board of 
Selectmen will request the tax collector to deed the property to the town.

Richard Goff asked for permission for Peter Case to speak on this issue. 


Julie Coates was quite concerned about EPA issues and pointed out there 
had been tanks at that location since 1929. 


Justin Brooks questioned legalities. The Selectmen said the issue had been 
reviewed by the Town’s attorney and said to see the “Comment” included. 


Bud Brooks asked who owns the store at this time? Selectman Goff said 
[an Atherton. Bud noted that the pumps and tanks may still be the proper- 
ty of the fuel company. 


Peg Scully spoke on behalf of the article and noted this was a chance to 
rehabilitate the store. 


Betty Godfrey cautioned about unknown contamination. 


Julie Coates stated that she had spoken at length with the EPA and that the 
Selectmen can request the current deed holder to remove the tanks. 


Gail Bickford noted that if this Article did not go forward etc., she would 
like to hear suggestions for a constructive alternative. 


Laurie Morrow explained to the meeting that she had tried to purchase the 
property six years ago for $50,000.00 and had an extensive building sur- 
vey done on the property and had been prepared to put another 
$100,000.00 in to the property for restoration and repairs at that time - 
major problems with wet rot, electrical and plumbing. Noted that it was a 
great building, but would be “no small feat” as a project. 


Mert Sargent MADE A MOTION TO MOVE the question. 
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VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: YES, by majority. 


The Moderator explained to the meeting that he had a written request to 
handle this vote by written ballot. We then proceeded with the written bal- 
lot procedure.

(once known as Deer Run) during the winter only. The property owners of Durgin 
Hill will be responsible for all summer maintenance, repair and general upkeep. 


Comment: The Town Meeting cannot establish a winter road and any vote 
under this article will be advisory only and dependent on Selectmen 
action as follows. This petitioned article is, in effect, asking the Town to 
expend highway funds on the Durgin Hill Road if the Board of Selectmen 
lays out that road as a winter road pursuant to RSA 231:24. Such a layout 
would make the Durgin Hill Road, a winter road, a Class V Town main- 
tained highway during the period from November 15 to April 1. Any 
damage to the road present during the winter period of November 15 to 
April 1 would have to be repaired at Town expense. 


MOVED: Hugh Priebe 
SECONDED: Ralph Kazanjian 


Betty Godfrey questioned whether the Town could do this if the road was 
not up to Town standards etc. and the Selectmen said she was correct if 
the Town were considering taking the road over, but the Article was for 
winter maintenance only. Betty also questioned whether the Town could 
do this on a “private road” - wasn’t it the equivalent of plowing private 
driveways? Selectman Goff explained that it was a public road - the prop- 
erty owners couldn’t prevent public travel, or the fire trucks etc. and when 
Betty questioned the legal difference, Selectman Goff explained that any 
roadways that had more than two structures on it was not a driveway. 


Ralph Kazanjian spoke in favor of the article - said it wouldn’t take much 
time. Hugh Priebe estimated 20 minutes each times 10. 


Mert Sargent noted that starting next year the school bus would be going 
up that road. 


Bonnie Ainsworth asked about the line in the “comment” that said the 
Town would be responsible for “any damage to the road present during 
the winter period of November 15 to April 1 would have to be repaired at 
Town expense” and the maintenance. Hugh Priebe stated that the culverts 
and ditches were in good shape. 
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Dave McCue, who lives in the development and was one of the petition 
signers, noted that they had been told the Town was going to take on the 
road when they bought, and that the group can handle the maintenance 
during the summer and plan to put the money saved on winter plowing 
back in to maintenance of the road. 


Jerry Brooks said he’s owned Lot #1 in that development for 25 years and 
the road has required very little maintenance. 


Selectman Bittner noted that the wording was referring to wash-outs etc. 
If a wash-out took place during that time period, then the Town would 
have to do the repairs.

Selectman Bittner stated it could be handled either of two ways:

The Moderator, Don Johnson, noted that he would recommend that some- 
body make an amendment to the Article to determine the manner in which 
this should be considered.

Betty explained that this article is in the warrant every year and should be, 
and with the new wording that had been added, wouldn’t have to be on the 
watrant again unless under a special warrant article.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of taxes and to 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes, as pro- 
vided in RSA 80:52-a. 


MOVED: Ralph Kazanjian. 
SECONDED: Richard Goff 


Mark Bittner made a MOTION TO AMEND the Article by inserting the 
word “indefinitely”; SECONDED by Warren Anthony. 


VOTE ON AMENDMENT: YES, by majority. 

Discussion on Article 34 as amended. 

Mark Bittner made a MOTION TO MOVE the question. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: YES, by majority. 
VOTE ON ARTICLE 34 AS AMENDED: YES, unanimous. 


ARTICLE 35: 
To review real estate acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deed since 
the last Annual Town Meeting. 


Comment: At the 1995 Annual Town Meeting, the Selectmen were given 
the authority indefinitely to sell property acquired by the town by tax col- 
lector’s deed either by public auction or by advertised sealed bids or as 
justice may require. This permanent authority was granted on the condi- 
tion that each year at Town Meeting there would be a review of the maps 
of the properties which the Town had acquired by tax collector’s deed 
since the last Annual Town Meeting. The Selectmen intend to provide a 
review of the properties acquired since the last Annual Town Meeting and 
will bring the tax maps to the Town Meeting. 


MOVED: Richard Goff 
SECONDED: Mark Bittner 
VOTE ON ARTICLE 35 TO REVIEW: YES, by majority. 


The Tax Collector, Tom Kondrat, and the Selectmen, then proceeded to 
review each parcel individually: 


Map 41 - Square Brook - L. J. Boudreau Lot - deed not recorded. 
Map 44 - lot behind Emery Stokes house - “Nason Estate”. 


Map 51 - “Kaechele Lot” in the village - had been on the Warrant sever- 
al years ago - Selectmen had wanted to purchase so that the state 
could make alterations to the corner and the steep banking for safety 
reasons. The Town has been talking to the State. 
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Map 12 - on Route 153 - between Ellen Winters and Chuck Brooks - 
swamp - last known owner of large tract is a relative of Bob Fowler’s. 
This is a swamp lot - Selectmen recommend turning it over to the 
Conservation Commission for conservation purposes. 


The Selectmen recommend that the “Boudreau Lot” and the lot behind 
Emery Stoke’s be sold by sealed bid, that the “Kaechele” or corner lot be 
kept to up-grade the corner. 


Hugh Priebe made a MOTION TO take the lots one at a time and to take 
the Selectmen’s recommendations; SECONDED by Warren Anthony. 
Map 12, Lot 27-2 - the “swamp lot” - the Selectmen recommend giving to 
the Conservation Commission to be held forever and in perpetuity.

Map 51 - the Kaechele Lot: Selectmen recommend retain for future Town 
use. 


VOTE: YES, unanimous. 
ARTICLE 36: 


To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting. 


Richard Goff MADE A MOTION to change the name of the Highway 
Crew to the “Public Works Department”; SECONDED by Mark Bittner. 


Frank Westerhoff questioned whether this would affect the elected road 
agent position - was told it would not by Selectmen. 


Betty Godfrey spoke against this proposal - felt it should be kept separate - 
she said we were getting to a point where we are homogenizing everything. 


Hugh Priebe spoke for the proposal - said it was pure accounting. 
Hugh Priebe MADE A MOTION TO MOVE the question. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: YES, by majority. 

VOTE ON PROPOSAL: YES, by majority. 


The Moderator, Don Johnson, asked the meeting to take a minute to give 
thanks to Merton Sargent, who had been the Road Agent and is retiring. 


The Moderator announced to the meeting that the grand total of the 
monies raised and appropriated today are $1,144,789.00. 


Tom Kondrat MADE A MOTION to re-consider Article 30; SECONDED 
by Mark Bittner. 
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The voice count was so close, the Moderator had to go to a hand count. 
The results were: 
47 Yes 30 No 


The Motion to Re-consider Article 30 was passed. 


Tom Kondrat made a MOTION TO STRIKE the prior Article 30 and to 
insert the following Article 30: 


‘ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000.00 for an environmental audit of the Freedom Village 
Store. The audit to be limited to digging up the gas tanks and testing a soil 
sample for contamination.” 


SECONDED by Frank Westerhoff. 


Martha Hall reminded the meeting of Julie Coates’ remarks that the EPA 
may be forced to come in... 


Betty Godfrey asked if the Town holds the deed? The Selectmen told her 
no - and then Tom Kondrat, the Tax Collector, pointed out that the Town 
didn’t have to hold the deed in order to proceed with the testing - said the 
Town was authorized under RSA 80-19A. 


Peg Scully spoke in favor of this proposal. 


Les Babb questioned whether if, when the testing was done, if a problem 
were found, under the EPA laws, would the town be allowed to stop? 


Tom Kondrat said that the Selectmen would check in to the legal aspects 
of the proposal and won’t proceed if not possible, and the $5000.00 would 
go in to the surplus. 


Gail Bickford spoke in favor of the proposal. 
Bud Brooks asked if the Selectmen could check on this and get back to us. 


Emery Stokes spoke in favor of the proposal and suggested we vote the 
money in and let the Selectmen have the opportunity to check out the pos- 
sibilities. 

Ed Kucera inquired if core samples could be taken? 

Howard Bouve answered “Yes”. 


Betty Godfrey spoke against the article because of the unknown risks and 
the fact that the Town doesn’t own the property. 


VOTE ON MOTION TO AMEND Article 30 as proposed: YES, by 
majority. The amendment carried. 


Les Babb made a MOTION TO AMEND FURTHER by adding to the 
amendment that environmental audit had to be performed by the EPA;

Les Babb wondered what would happen if something is found are we or 
aren’t’ we going to be responsible? 


Betty Godfrey noted that in the case of closing the dump, the EPA dictat- 
ed the standards. 


Selectman Goff noted that’s why the firm of Kimball-Chase was involved. 


Betty Godfrey stated that the EPA will determine the time frame, once 
involved, and cautioned that we are dealing with an unknown situation. 


Selectman Goff stated that they are trying to get through this situation 
without any liability. 


Betty Godfrey pointed out that we don’t have enough information. 
VOTE ON THE AMENDMENT: NO, by majority. 


The Moderator returned the meeting to the discussion of Article 30 as 
originally amended. 


Mark Bittner made a MOTION TO MOVE the question. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO MOVE: YES, by majority.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


1996 was a busy and productive year for the Freedom Public Library. The 
preschool Story Hour, under the volunteer leadership of Bonnie and Nathan 
Ainsworth, was once again a success with several youngsters participating in 
the stories and crafts. Ellie’s summer reading program, Games, was very pop- 
ular, in fact the program reached its capacity of 28 children. The boys and girls, 
after reading about, and playing various games such as Checkers, Chess and 
Cribbage, were awarded certificates. During Old Home Week there was a spe- 
cial program for the children sponsored by the Friends of the Library The 
library lawn was the setting for the storyteller and many little ones attended. 

The Friends, Librarian, and the Trustees held a successful book sale during 
the Old Home Week parade and again that week on the day of the Craft Fair. 

A minor emergency occurred in February when the flood waters rose in 
the basement damaging approximately 300 books and the carpet. The clean up 
crew was put to work and after many hours of vacuuming water and dehu- 
midifying the downstairs was once again open for business. The insurance 
covered all but $100 of the assessed damage. In May several volunteers 
worked hard to spruce up the library grounds and to plant flowers and trim 
shrubs . In early winter several new book shelves were built upstairs and 
downstairs to accommodate our growing number of books and help alleviate a 
shortage of space. 

The Librarian, Friends, and Trustees have been enduring the trials and 
tribulations of “computer literacy” as they help to bring the library into the 
21st century. In line with this objective the Trustees attended the New 
Hampshire Library Trustees Spring Conference in May. A session on library 
building and expansion was very informative and timely as the library is very 
crowded and the need for more space 1s a critical concern. With guidelines pro- 
vided by the state the Trustees and the Librarian have had numerous meetings 
discussing and compiling a list of volunteers to serve on a needs assessment 
committee. Seven members were selected and their task will be to study and 
analyze the community’s library needs and to recommend to a building plan- 
ning team [ to be formed as needed] actions which will meet these needs. The 
members of this committee represent a diverse group of Freedom residents 
with a strong commitment to working together with community members in 
assessing how the library can best meet community needs. This committee 
will, through the newspaper, open meetings and word of mouth, inform and 
solicit the help of the townspeople in achieving this goal. The members are: 
Elizabeth Rhymer, chairperson, Mark Bittner, Eric Bossidy, Lee Fritz, Pat 
Hatfield, Susan Hoople and Charles Watts. 

The library is looking forward to a very happy new year and has already 
been making plans for some upcoming events. A Spring Fling during National 
Library Week is scheduled for April and will include not only a book sale but 
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activities for young and old alike. 
Many thanks to our Librarian and to all the patrons, volunteers, and the 
Friends for their continued interest and support. 1997 promises to be a great year!

Not only with the type of call but the weather condi- 
tions or the time of day, it could be 2:00 in the morning at -20 degrees or 11:00 
at night at 70 degrees. Another thing that we have to be real careful about is 
aids and hep b. 

The Fire - Rescue Department has an average response time of 2.1 min- 
utes this is actual responding time with the emergency vehicle out of the cen- 
tral station. 

What more can I say than the residents of Freedom are very fortunate to 
have these men and women providing this service. I would like to thank every- 
one of them for a job well done, these people are not thanked enough.

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STATE FOREST RANGER & TOWN 
TOWN FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing any open burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit 
law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misde- 
meanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are 
also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. Division of Forests 
and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to 
assist communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and training pro- 
grams as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If you 
have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws please call our 
office at 271-2217. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 
3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in 
the quick response from local fire departments.

A total of 150 building permits were issued for calendar year 1996, eight 
of these permits were for new homes.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
REPORT 


1996 was the busiest year in recent memory for the Zoning Board (conse- 
quently our expenses and income were much higher). The Board held 14 meet- 
ings and acted on 19 applications. The most substantial matter was the Appeal 
by KSC Realty Trust (William and Carol Foord) of an Administrative Decision 
by the Selectmen and Code Enforcement Officer finding that the use of KSC 
property for sale of spring water constituted a violation of the residential zon- 
ing requirement. After a site visit and three public hearings’ the Board found, 
among other things, that the use of the property was in fact a commercial use 
and the Board upheld the Administrative Decision. 

The Board approved the request of Camp Cody to add a roller hockey rink 
to its facility, found that Freedom Hardware had established a limited pre- 
existing use of auto and equipment sales, and granted a special exception to 
Les Babb to sell used vehicles in the commercial zone. Conditions were 
attached to each of this approvals. 

The Board approved three requests for- home occupations and three set- 
back variances for new construction on pre-existing substandard lots. The 
Board denied two and granted one setback variance requests for additions to 
existing buildings, and denied a variance request to add a one-bedroom resi- 
dence in the post office building. The Board approved a special exception 
request for a halfway house. Board approvals generally contain conditions, and 
sometimes specify oversight by the Conservation Commission. 

On all occasions involving wetlands, water courses, and/or septic systems, 
the Board seeks the input of the Conservation Commission. The Commission 
has been very prompt and helpful in its responses. The Board is always appre- 
ciative of input from other town organizations and individual citizens. We 
encourage your attendance and comments. 

Since the formation of the Board in 1987, one member has been designat- 
ed clerk, and been responsible for minutes, public notices, and all mailings to 
abutters and applicants. Because the increasing case load makes it difficult for 
a sitting member to complete these tasks in addition to preparing for and par- 
ticipating in meetings, the Board has determined that the time I has come to hire 
a secretary. Application fees will cover the cost. Anyone interested in assisting 
the Board should contact me, or our beleaguered clerk, Howard Bouve.

Speaking’, MWVEC’S newsletter made it’s debut and will be published quar- 
terly to keep our town’s people informed and abreast of our activities; and 
finally, increased membership and corporate sponsorship support.
